Zurich, being the center of Swiss heavy industry, is particularly 
concerned with economic espionage* The two principal centers there 
are the offices of the "Allgenelne Blektrioltaets-Oesellsohaf t w (A.E*;.) 
ana the*’ Zurich Handel stammer** which waa directed, according to a re- 
port of October, 1941* by one Hapoleki*

The Italians tiro said to Kuto tax effioieut espionage eyateji in 
Switsorland, ul though not nearly so extensive as that of tho Germane, 
It is controlled from Milan, and th» contor in Switserland soeos to 
bo tho Italian Consulate at Basel, Principal sub-stations are at 
Geneva, Lausanne and Lugano, and usually an Italian Vioe Consul in s 
eaoh city is at the disposal of the Italian Director of Military 
Intelligence, The Italian Public Seourity Service, which ordinarily 
uses the local Paaoio as cover for Its agents, in soao oases also 
controls the appointments o. Vice Consuls, 

Appended to this handbook is a list of foreign diplomat* in 
Switserlund, inoluding Osman and Italian representatives, aa of 
the fall of 1943* Cone of the names therein uny vary from the 
ones civen as being connected wich. the diplomatic missions in the 
main part of the Handbook, but aa theee divergencies are explained 
and up to dnte assignments definitely confirmed, the names of the 
new incumbents will be incorporated into the first supplement to 
thia Handbook, 

In conclusion, it may be said that Sxltserland will beocae 
increasingly important to the Gentans a a the only neutral country 
In Central Europe from which intelligence work can be directed.
